HE REPLIES TO SOME CHARGES, 


Correcting Some Misconcéptions of His 
Positiion Toward the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. 


Bditor Constitution: The numerous rumors 


of my resignation from the Central railroad 
on account of Judge Speer’s recent ruling in 
the case of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Ergineers show that my position is misunder- 


stood by the newspapers; and as this may be 


also true to the employes of the company, I 
address you this open lett, which is a full 
statement of my management of this case 
since December 1892. 

In December last I was waited upon by a 
committee representing the Brotherbood of 
Lecomotive Engineers which laid before me 4 
contract drawn upgbetween the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers and the Centrai 
Railroad and banking Company of Georgia, I 
was informed that this contract must be sign- 
ed by me if peace was to be maintained be- 
tween their labor organization and the Cen- 
tral railroad. I refused to recognize the right 
of teis committee, claiming to represent the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, to re- 
quire me to enter into any contract or agree- 
ment of that association and said to them 
that I did not intend at that or at any fu- 
ture time to enter into contracts with any la- 
bor organization. I further informed the 
comniuttee that I had drawn up a schedule 
stating plainly and distinctly the rate of pay 
aud regulations and rules for the promotion 
@uu discipline of the engineers and firemen 
employed on the Central raliroad, ‘his sched- 
we covered all points between the company 
and engineers, except these of management, 
which 1 did not then and do not now cousider 
@s matters within the control of employes. A 
similar schedule lo that shown the engineers 
Was given to and accepted by the firemen, 
and since it bas been in effect no cause for 
dissatisfaction Las arisen. This committee 
Was made to understand cleariy that neither 
they nor any other employes of the read would 
be made to suffer for beiongin to any labor as- 
sociation. ‘The committee then notified me that 
they would cal! the grand chief of Lheir order, 
P. M. Arthur, to Savannah for the purpose 
of cousideriug whether a strike would be or- 
dered on the Central railroad, hoping that this 
action might intimidate me and cause a con- 
tract to be signed. 

On the 7th of March 1,000 copies of the 
echedule prepared by me were printed and 
would have been placed in effect on the Cen- 
trai railroad, but ubat 1 tad received instruc- 
tions from the receiver of the company not 
to put them in use until after Judge Speer 
bad entertnined the case of the Krothernood 
of Lecomotive Engineers. It was hoped by 
the brotherhood that Judge Speer would order 
the receiver to enter ina coutract with them. 
1 was called upen by Mer. Comer, receiver 
of the road, to make a written statement why 
a contract should not be made’with the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers. | did so 
and sent him at the same time a copy of the 
schedule which I had drawn up in lecember. 
These papers were submitted to the court. 
My statement to Mr. Comer was as follows: 

“There are two reasons why a contract 
should not be entered into. 

‘1. It would be the greatest hindrance to 
the officials of the company in giving the pub- 
lic the best sevice. The Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Hngineers is an irrepressible body of 
labor organized to benefit itself without re- 

to the needs (because it is ignorant of 
em) of the property, the operation of which 
gives its members work and wages, while the 
railroad is a corporation subject to be sued, 
and is held by the courts amenable to the law 
of the country. Therefore, while the brother- 
hood of engineers, as represented by its mem- 
bers can and do withdraw from the sevrice 
of the railroad in a body, creating at all times 
confusion and in many cases danger to life 
and property, the association has never been 
held liable. The road, on the contrary, is 
always held responsible for its liabilities as 
a common carrier and is subject to any dam- 
age which may occur by reason of disorgani- 
zation of its 

“The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 

having for its sole object the control of its 
ticular branch of labor, cares not what 
ind of men are taken into its number so long 
as it is enabled to attain the object in view. 
The road, however, is held directly responsi- 
ble to the public for good and safe service 
and the excuse of not having control of its em- 
ployes is not and should no® be accepted as 
sufficient reason for non-performance of its 
duties. Therefore, in order that its own and 
the public’s interest should be protected as 
far as possible, full liberty should be accorded 
to the officials of the company to use such 
judgment as they may possesa in selectin 
from the country at large the best men anc 
means for handling its business without regard 
to organizations of any kind. There is a rule 
book governing @ach and every employe and 
every nen is expected to read thoroughly and 
satisfy himself that he can with justice and 
credit work far the company. A schedule of 
pay is posted and each man knows certainly 
what he can expect, and the companr is left 
free to select the best and most reliable men 
for promotion in their line of service. 

‘2. It is unjust and injurious to the men 
themselves. The railroad never having look- 
ed to the brotherhood for its supply of engin- 
eers, there are today many men in Its service 
who do not belong to that order, and should 
the company give order men privileges not 
open to all men in its service it can readily 
be seen that the result would be a premium 
offered for order men and a large part of the 
efficiency of the service would be abolished.

it is to no one’s interest to improve. Where- 
ever the beginning has been made in dealing 
with this or any other labor organization, 
it has heen trnken advantage of to fasten more 
thorouchly the tyranny of organization on 
that class of people known as labor, and {n- 
stead of being a benefit to men and property 
it has hecome a burden to both. Take a ecnase 
in point: Now. something over a month ago, 
there being a strike of engineers on the Sa. 
vannah, Americus and Montgomery railroad.

aul Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
cars, and notice was served on the officials 
of the Central railroad that this order woutd 
be carried out. and upon a discharge follow- 
A refusal of their number 

in a refusal of one of 

their number to ull trains Aas 
made up in the yards of the Gentral rail- 
road at Savannah a strike was threatened and 
would probably have been executed had not 
the engineers realized before too late that 
they could not strike successfully. This man 
had no desire -himself to violate any of the 
rules of the company for which he was work- 
ing: but the rules of the labor association to 
which he was bound by secret oaths. compell- 
ed him to obev its commands. This case hap- 
pened at a time when the company had a 
contrac twith this body; but the writer of 
this was informed that it would be regarded 
ns blank paper if it anywhere came into con- 
filet with the secret rules of this organization. 
This same order represented by the same 
committee presented a contract to the officers 
of this company. which had fer. one 
of its most prominent features a condition 
that the company should not promote ‘more 
than one fireman to the position of engineer, 
to two brotherhood engineers from other roads 
being hired. In other words this provision 
was intends] to limit the incrense of engin-

A careful reading of Jndge Speer’s ruling 
of April 9th shows that the following extract 
covers the issues raised and affirms my rul- 
ing in December, 1892. 

“IT will direct the receiver to enter into a 
schedule of rates and regulations with the e 
gineerr. This contract, however, will not be 
restricted to members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, although membership 
in that order is, and will be no disqualifica- 
tion to service on railroads under the control 
of thie court so long as the rules and regnia- 
tions of the order are treated as subordinate 
to the law of the land. This will comprehend 
all engineers employed by the receiver. wheth- 
a agnor or non-members of the brother- 

ood.’ 

From the outset of this contention to the 
present it has never been my intention to 
oppress or injure any man in the service of 
the Central railroad. In what I have done 
in this matter, as in all others which have 
come under my control since I have been gen- 
eral superintendent, the interests of both the 
company and the employes have been treated 
with fairness and fustice. 

I have been reported as an enemy to labor 
organization. This is not true. I am. how- 
ever, opposed to these associations ruling the 
property of their emplovers. I am equally 
against the oppression of fabor by corpora- 
tions, and I regard as the most important 
duty of a successful railroad manager’ the 
maintenance of inst relations between the 
forees capital and labor. Injustice or onpres- 
sion to either can but mean loss to both and 
to the country at large.

Through the long, cold winter 
this little band has labored and prayed and 
believed, although often the larder was 
empty, the coal bin had been swept and 
there was not even the lucky piece left in 
the treasury, Still there was this family of 
thirty to be provided with food and raiment.

Of recent months this trait of his character 
has been more pronounced than ever before, 
and his despondency excited the notice of 
those around him. Nothing was said of it, 
however, and nothing was expected to come 
of it.

What the Court shoemaker Says. 
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French Calfskin for the Street. 

The English shoemakers put their best 
labor and stock in shoes of ealfskin. 

In America the habitual street wear is 
thin French kid, with a single thin sole; 
but this light shoe, which is our stand-by, 
is little worn in London. 

Lo the London shopkeeper a thin shoe is 
fit only for the house; if he is asked for one 
he is likely to show, as a matter of course, 
an evening slipper. 

The universal street wear, summer and 
winter, is a substantial French calfskin with 
a thick, double sole; of a weight that seems 
almost impossible to a woman unaccustomed 
to it. These shoes are the fashionable street 
wear in Paris also. 

On this calfskin shoe the English shoe- 
maker, and the French one also, expends 
his utmost care. He finishes it lovingly. 
and decorates it carefully. 

It is his masterpiece; not a bibelot of 
beauty, but a masterpiece of utility, like 
everything else that is English. And the 
latest design of them is really handsome, 
as numbers of American women who bought 
them in Europe last year will testify. 

The fashion i8 a low shoe, brogued, and 
all the seams lapped and ornamented with 
piercings. A “brogue” is a continuation of 
the over-lapping piece @n the toe horizontal- 
ly round the sides, and is a Scotch idea, 
I believe.

ALTHOUGH STILL 'A ‘YOUNG MAN, 
He Is Now the Superintendent of the Geor- 


gia, Oerolina end Northern Railroad, 
with Headquartors in Atlante. 


Atlanta fs very generally recognised as 
one of the leading railroad Centers of the 
country, and the sobriquet of “Gate City” 
is sustained by at least a dozen lings of 
railway which converge at this point. 

This is due in a large measure to natural 
selection. When Atlanta was first locat- 
ed in the year 1836 by that noted surveyor, 
Stephen A. Long, the idea was to obtain 
a location suitable for the growth and ex-

peculiar advantages which she offered as a 
distributing point, she was known as one 
of the citadels of the confederacy. 

Her growth, therefore, into a large and 
important railroad center has been 
to a certain extent inevitable.

great South Carolinian has been fully veri- 
fied, and the career of Atlanta, propheti- 
cally speaking, has only just commenced. 

The establishment of local offices and the 
growth of railroad interests in this sec- 
tion has brought to Atlanta a large amount 
of business talent, especially that class of 
talent employed in the management and 
regulation of large systems of railway. It 
is doubtful if any city in the country has 
developed within the last fifteen or twenty 
years a more remarkable variety of such 
talent than Atlanta. 

Among the prominent young officials of 
those who have demonstrated a remarkable 
capacity for this department, is Captain J. 
H. Winder, the present superintendent of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern rail- 
road. 

Captain Winder, although young in years, 


being at the present time only thirty years | 


of age, is as thoroughly conversant with the 
responsible duties of his position; as u vet- 
eran of twice his years, and during his ex- 
perience ag a railroad man, he has thorough- 
ly mastered all of the details connected 
With or in any way related to his work. 

Captain Winder is a native southerner 
and was born iv the state of North Carolina 
in the month of August 1862. He tirst saw 
the ligit in the city of Raleigh, the capital 
of the state, and there, too, his younger 
days were spent. 

His father, during the war, was a mem- 
ber of General Wiiung’s statt and was loyal 
to the cause which he espoused throughout 
the entire four years of that eventful strug- 
gle. lie was by profession a civil engineer, 
and afier the war wags made the superil- 
tendent of the Bloomiugton, Columbia and 
Augusta rpilroad. He was afterwards 
made the superintendent of the Raleigh and 
Augusta railroad, and is now the manager 
of the entire Seaboard Air-Line system. 

From his father, therefore, Captain Win- 
der derived the peculiar bent of his genius 
for railroad matters. At a very early age 
he evinced a scientific turn of mind, and 
every opportunity wag given him to culti- 
vate, in the way of liberal edycation, these 
remarkable endowmetts.

RENERAL YOUNG'S APPOINTMENT, 


He Thinks, Is One That Will Do Credit 
to the Administration—Some- 
thing About “Rings.” 


That man is to be pitied who is con- 
strained to seek an office for a —— And 
yet there are some good men who do it. I 
know. some whom office fits and adorns. 
General Young for instance—for he is a 
courtly gentleman and will represent our 
government in a courtly and gracious man- 
ner. He will keep the peace without humb- 
ling our national pride. He would have 
kept it with Chile if, he had been there, 
instead of Egan. I have great admiration 
for such men and am glad to see them get 
office. Office that exercises their grace 
and gentility—oftice that does not require 
much work, but is a kind of genteel sine- 
cure with abundant perquisites. We re- 
gret to lose him from Cartersville, to miss 
the genial welcome with which he greets 
his friends, but if he wants the office we 
want him to have it. He deserves any- 
thing that he will ask for, and Mr. Cleve- 
land has made no mistake in this case. 
Now. if he will keep up his reputation for 
sagacity and appoint Bascom Myrick and 
John Temple Graves and Camilla Under- 
wood to the places they seek, the er peo- 
ple of Georgia will approve it. am no 
politician, but I know our prominent citi- 
zens and what they are worth. Suppose 
Mr. Myrick was for Hill. He was not an 
offensive partisan, and if every Hill man 
is to be boycotted, then Mr. Cleveland will 
have to build up a party of his own, and a 
good many of us will be left out. Mr. 
Cleveland said that a public office Is a 
public trust, which means that the presi- 
dent should have no revenges—no friends 
to reward or enemies to punish. 1f Mr. 
Cleveland refuses to nominate Mr. Myrick 
simply because he was a Hill man it will 
mortify his friends in Georgia, of whom Il 
was one—not the first one, perhaps, but 
one from the beginning. It already mor- 
tities me that Mr. Cleveland has required 
Mr. Myrick to bring the files of his paper 
for inspection. It is said, too, that John 
Temple Graves’s application hangs fire be- 
cause General Gordon is mad with Graves 
for supporting Pat Calhoun for the sen- 
ate. I do not. believe it. Gen- 
eral Gordon is not that kind 
of & mau unless he has greatly changed. 
He used to be large-hearted and liberal in 
his charity to all of fis fellow citizens. 
He Had uno petty animosities and never 
nursed his revenge to keep it warm. News- 
paper reporters hunt iip sensations and 
write many things from rumor that are 
not true and their victims are kept busy 
denying their false accusations. May the 
good Lord deliver us all from their gim- 
lets and augers and insinuations, and 
hence I @o not Delieve that General Gordon 
is fighting Graves because Graves preferred 
Calhoun. We would rejoice to see John 
Temple sent to Switzerlaid and I wish 
that I could go, too, and with him climb 
the Materhorn and hear him apostrophize 
that historic and beautiful country in one 
of his sublimest flights of eloquence. Then 
there is my friend Underwood. who is the 
best all round man 1 ever knew, and I 


-believe could fill any place respectably. 


He has filled many from the chaplain of a 
tegiment down to the editor of a country 
newspaper and did it well. He is the 
loving husband of one wife, the futher of 
eleven children—most girls—-the best Bap- 
tist preacher I ever heard, the best farm- 
er and gardener, and with all a most genial 
companion—and yet Re wants to go w 
Havana for what I don’t know unless he 
needs the money that is in it or wants to 
convert its sunburnt people to Christianity 
and immerse the whole island to make 
sure of their salvation. I don’t knaw 
whether he was a Hill man or a Cleve- 
land man nor do I care. I do know that 
he is fit for the office. Neither of these 
men are professional politicians. They never 
degraded themselves by cavorting around 
and laying plans and scheming for their 
own personal advantage. What a pitiful 
spectacle it is to see some of our Georgians 
wrangling in the filth of crimination and 
recrimination. in order to get office at 
Washington. The Atlanta papers are full 
of the strife that goes on from 
day to day and if I were Mr. 
Cleveland. I would say ‘ “Gentlemen 
rf are not the men I am looking for,” and 

would select some good men who have 
nade no noise and kicked up no dust about 
this. business. There are plenty of good 
men in Atlanta who would fil] those offi- 
ces but whose modesty and conservatism 
forbid their asking for them. As a general 
thing it is the loud-mouthed, noisy politi- 
cians who seek the offices and get them. 
I was glad to read that Mr. Cleveland was 
going to break up the slates and take a 
and in the appointments. Of course he 
cant do it ali, but he can find out where 
the rings are and break them. ese 
political rings that parcel out the offices in 
secret conclave are the curse of our Georgia 
politics. It is said that the ring is already 
formed, that is to fill all our offices from 
governor down, and it includes the suc 
cessor to Senator Colquitt. Tt was these 
rings that became _ so odious’ to the 
people that they rose up and established 
ndependentism in north Georgia for eight 
years. It was these rings that. aliented 
Alexander Stephens from the democratic 
party and that party had to offer him the 
gubernatorial chair to keep him from run- 
ning as an independent. It was these rings 
that made possible the success of the peo- 


_ple’s party on the basis of the Ocala plat- 


form. It was one of these rings that made 
machine politics so odious in New York. 
Now it is no comfort to know that in a city 
like Atlanta there are several rings and 
one ring can fight another and that the 
longest pole will knock down the persimmon. 
The trouble is that the best men—the most 
deserving men—are in no ring at all. They 
have got no pole and therefore will not 
reach the persimmon. A common citizen 
iike myself has no more idea of the sniall 
machinations that are going on 

fix the Rome _ postoffice or the 
Carterville postoffice or any other little office 
than if I had no choice or voice in the mat- 
ter. The rings will fix it upon the principle 
of “I have tickled you, now you tickle me.” 
We outsiders are as helpless as a painted 
ship upon a painted ocean. And yet, I know, 
or think that I know, who would be appoint- 
ed if the quiet, conservative citizens had 
their choice. 

Politics is a hard road to travel. It is a 
mighty big thing to be president of this 
great nation, and to be chosen by honorable 
methods, but it must certainly belittle a 
noble mind to have to descend into the very 
slums and schemes of the small politicians 
to get into office. The wrangle, the hypocra- 
cy, the broken promises, the small revenges 
that are necessary will certainly lower his 
self-respect and leave him clouded in his old 
age with unhappy memories. If his con: 
science does not get seared, how must a 
sensitive nature writhe under tke cards that 
the disappointed publish—cards that accuse 
him of fal or a rayal of trust or 
of ingratitude and broken pledges. Sheridan 
said that “conscience has no more to 2¢ with 
seduction than it has with politics,” and 
Shakespeare said “a politician is one who 
would circumvent if he could.” So, I 
reckon it is now just like it was a century 
or two ago—no worse—no better. And yet 
there are many good men in politics—men 
whose very virtues have exalted them—men 
like Lamar and Black and Blount and Tur-

It was the study and practice of those rules 
as formulated by various exponents of Del- 
sarte that enables Miss Minnie Jones to 
reach the development which enabled her 
to so surprise and delight her audiences 
during her recent visit to this city. 

Now, let us see who Delsarte was, and 
consider, in brief, what he taught. He was 
the friend and teacher of numerous men and 
women of mark, rank and high culture in 
Paris, the educator of many dramatic and 
operatic stars. Rachel, Pasca, Sontag, Mo- 
ret, Sabre and _ other illustrious 
artists, in various careers, have acknowl- 
edged how much they have owed to his in- 
structions. He had the friendshfp and con- 
fidence of learned and good ecclesiastics. 
One of these, the able Delaumosne, with 
Madame Angeligne Armand, who was also 
one of Delsarte’s pupils, had published the 
nearest ——— to what Delsarte himself 
would probably have issued if he could 
have completed the work in which he was 
engaged at the time of his death. 

The title of that work, about which Del- 
sarte was corresponding with the king of 
Hanover just before he died, he proposed 
to entitle “The History of an Idea Pur- 
sued for Forty Years.”’ He said in one of 
his letters to the king: “I intend to con- 
dense in a single narrative all the circum- 
stances of my life which have as logical 
consequences the numerous discoveries 
which it has been granted me to follow 
up.’ And here is the Abbe Delaumosne's 
resume of the life of Delsarte: 

“lrancois Delsarte was born November 
11, 1811, at Solesme, France. His father 
was a physician and_ died poor. Young 
Delsarte was sent to Paris to study China 
painting in 1822. He became a pupil of 
the conservatory, a government institution, 
in 1825.

A School Where Piano Thamping Is at 
a Discount, 


AND WHERE EDUCATION ALONE REIGNS, 


Rev. J. W.. Lee’s Views onthe Girl About 
Whom So Much Has Been Said and 
Written—Some Colleges Oriticised. 


“The Vassar girl” has caughtthe at- 
tention of Rev. J. W. Lee. 

Dr. Lee has returned from Poughkeepsie 
full of his subject and armed for war on 
the “piano-thumper’ which some colleges 
palm off as education. 

These newly acquired views, gained from 
an inspection of a famous institution, will 
command great attention. Writing for The 
Constitution, Dr. Lee says: 


“The Vassar girl is destined to remain } 


an everlasting figure in American bistory. 
She stands at the ciose of one epoch and 
at the beginning of another. She belongs 
to the closing quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. ‘he winds of the ages blew high 
and low, and the conditions which made 
“the Vassar girl” possible steadily  pre- 
vailed. At last, public opinon was ripe, 
the clock of woman’s day struck tewlve, and 
the Vassar girl had come to sho that the 
women are useful for other things than 

“lo eat strawberries and cream, 

Sit on a cushion and sew up a seam.’ 

“In 1842, Margaret Fuller said 
that ‘the demand of woman is 
not poetic license; every wo- 
man .can receive that from her lover.’ 
It is not life-long sway every woman, by 
becoming a coquette, a shrew, or a good 
cook, can secure that. It is not money, nor 
notoriety, nor badges of authority. These 
may sometimes he sought by women but 
they are not the demand of woman. Her de- 
mand is ‘for that which is the birthright 
of every being capable to receive it; the free- 
dom, the religious, the intelligent freedom 
of the universe, to use its means to learn 
its secrets as far as nature has enabled her 
with God alone for her guide and her 
judge.’ 

‘This, that Margaret Fuller represented 
as the demand of woman in 1842, Ma- 
thew Vassar, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., made 
possible in 1862. For while many schools 
and colleges had been opened for wmoen 
before this, Vassar college was the first 
amply endowed and thoroughly equipped 
college for women i nthe world. The first 
college ever chartered by a state legislature 
for women was the Wesleyan college at 
Macon, Ga. This and other schools for 
women prepared the way for Vassar. 

“Mathew Vassar, a wealthy citizen of 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y¥., was coming to the’ 
close of a long and successful career. The 
disposition that should be made of his 
property at his death was a question that 
concerned him much. So he gaid, ‘It 
occurred to me that woman, having receiy- 
ed from her brother the same intellectual 
constitution as man, has the same right to 


| intellectual culture and development, 


“It is my hope,’ he contin ‘to. be.

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it may be said without hesitation that 
Vassar college is today the most amply 
equipped college for women on the face 
of the earth. The college grounds comprise 
210 acres. The college buildings include 
the main building, @ontaining the offices, 
classrooms, chapel, parlors, dining room, 
rooms for students and officers; Thompson 
library attached to the main building, ob- 
servatory, laboratory of physics and chemis- 
try; museum containing Tie collections of 
natural history, art galleries, music rooms, 
mineralogical and bioldg*tal laboratories, the 
alumnhe symnasin, the new hall, lodge, 
residences for professors, conservatory, 
boiler house and farm house. 

“All things taught in the college are com- 
prised under the heads of Latin, Sauskrit, 
Greek, I‘rench, German, English, mathe- 
matics, astronomy, physics, chemistry, min- 
eralogy, geology, biology, physiology, philos- 
ophy, history, economics, art, music. 

“Lo say these various things are taught 
at Vassar will convey to, the mind of the 
reader no adequate idea of the marvelous 
provision that has been made to give the 
student complete knowledge of them. ‘lake, 
for instance, the departments of physics 
and chemistry, ‘hese occupy a whole 
large building. There ig a large endow- 
ment for apparatys. There are two main 
chemical laboratories, each about twenty- 
four feet wide by sixty-four feet long, light- 
ed by exposures ou the east, south and 
west, and well yentilated, 

“Besides these there is a laboratory sey- 
enteen by tayenty-four feet, a lecture room 
with adjacent sky-light, a balance room and 
library, preparation room and supply rooms. 
The apparatus is abundant for general 
chemistry, both inorganic and organic, for 
general qualitative analysis and gravimet 
ric, volumetric and electrolytic analysis. 

“The intention is to supply every table 

with every article except the balance, need- 
éd by the student for the work on hand. 
. “There are two cabinets of apparatus for 
general physics, one twenty-four by twenty- 
seven feet, the other seventeen by twen- 
ty-four feet. There the three rooms for 
practical physics, one for genera] physical 
operations and measurements, twenty-four 
by forty feet; one for electyicity, entirely 
free from iron, twenty-eight by forty feet, 
and one for sound and light, twenty-eight 
by forty feet, 

“The apparatus for the lecture room is 
extensive and well distributed over the 
yarious branches of the sciences, while that 
for the laboratories comprise a variety 
of measuring apparatus suitable for stu- 
dents, besides many instruments of the best 
pattern and great precision. Take again 
the department of biology. 

“The laboratory consists of two rooms, 
a smaller for vertebrate dissection and a 
larger for general biology and invertebrate 
jology. It is fitted up with tables for 
microscopic Work, and for dissection con- 
tains Thoma and Minot microtomes, a Cam- 
bridge incubator, water baths, a most 
chamber and other bacteriological apparat- 
us, twenty-four Zeiss, Leitz and Bausch and 
Lohme compounds, and Zeiss 
microscopes Eeach room contains a 
library of the works used in the laborato 
as well as a number of the leading biologi- 
cal journals. 

“Connected with the laboratory is another 
room in which are kept the animals used 
for dissection, and various aquaria, fresh 
and marine. ‘Another building, the Elean- 
or conservatory, contains a coll of crypt- 
ogams and flowering plants used in the work 
in general biology. In the other labora- 
tory devoted to general biology there is an 


excellent collection of marine invertebrates 
from the zoo.

On Thursday last I attended the funeral 
servictes at St. Philip’s church of my life- 
long friend, William P. Orme.

Washington, April 15.—(Spesial.)}—“The 
south is  beiig od right well by 
this administration.

Oatchings, of Mississippi, this morning at 
the white house. 

He then proceeded to grange see a ad e 
the good things which have thus early in 
the engagement been captured by the south. 
His enumeration of these things also in- 
cidentally disclosed how President Cleve- 
land has had the geographical distribution 
of the federal patronage in mind in making 
his appointments. 

So far only fifteen of the forty diplomatic 
missions under the state department have 
been filled, and of these fifteen, nine have 
been given to residents of southern states, 
Alabama has received the Spanish mission, 
Louisiana the French embassy, Tennessee 
the mission to Chile, Texag that to Turkey, 
Missouri the Swiss mission, Delaware the 
most important of all, the embassy to 
Great Britain. Kentucky furnished the 
minister to Peru, Georgia the one to Guate- 
mafa and Honduras, and a North Oarolin- 
jan has received the appoi2tment to the mis- 
sion which includes Greece, Roumania and 
Servia. 

These are not the only good berths in 
the foreign service which have gone to the 
south. Four consuls general positions, 
which are but little inferior in rank to 
those of minister, have been chosen from 
below the Mason and Dixon line. They 
are those to Vienna and Mexico, both of 
which went to Missouri. Several other 
good foreign places have been given the 
south. 

In the domestic service of the government 
the south has been almost equally fortu- 
nate. Mississippi has furnished an assist- 
ant secretary of the interior, and the record- 
er of the genera] jand office. Maryland has 
the superintendent of immigration, and one 
of the positions on the district court of ap- 
peals. Virgiia supplied the solicitor of the 
state department; South Carolina, a com- 
missioner of railroads, and the second audi- 
tor of the treasury; Tennessee, a solicitor of 
the treasury; Georgia, an assistant attorney 
general; Florida, the deputy fifth auditor, 
and Texas got another of the eourt of ap 
penls judgshipa., 

Besides these, the three important cabi- 
net positions held by southern men must not 
be forgotten—the secretaries of the treas- 
ury, Davy and interior,

And Parliamentary Strategy Keeps

WILL THERE BE TROUBLE IN BELGIUM 


Over Russia Demandinga Revision of the 
Constitution? —How Affairs Are in 
Bervia—Other Foreign News. 


Berlin, April 16.—The method of 
the reichstag thig week in enforcing the 
results of the procedure in the case of 
the Jew Ahlwardt, will confirm his fol- 
lowers in the belief that the house wants 
to throw aside the accusations without 
hearing them. Many members regret that 
rope enough was not given Alhwardt, as 
soon as the reichstag resumed its sitting 
after the Easter recess, to hang himself. 
The intensity of public excitement over 
the affair was abundantly evidenced when 
the house met on Thursday, when, Ahl- 
wardt, according to his promise, was to 
submit the proofs of official corruption. The 
galleries were packed with eager listeners, 
Yesterday there was a repetition of the 
scene, but as Ahlwardt could not obtain a 
sufficient number of votes to carry a motion 
for the appointment of a committee to ex- 
amine his documents, they were doomed to 
disappointment. In face of the ferment 
that Ahlwardt has caused, the president 
of the reichstag would have shown better 
tact if he had rigidly followed the rules of 
procedure, which in this case froze Ahl- 
wardt out. At a meeting of his supporters 
held subsequent to the incident in the reich- 
stag, Ahlwardt seized the occasion to de- 
clare that he was debarred both from pro- 
ducing the documents and from speaking 
because certain members of the govern- 
ment feared the disclosure he would make. 
He further said that leading members of 
the house were jealous of his growing in- 
fluence and concurred in the conspiracy 
of silence organized against him. The 
facts of the incident in their sequence are 
that on Thursday, Ahlwardt apprised the 
president of the reichstag of his intention 
to lay the documents on the table and make 
a speech explaining them before the house, 
procedure to the order of the day. He fur- 
ther desired that the paper should not be 
referred to the permanent committee, but 
to a special committee of tweny-one in 
which the semitists and anti-seimitists should 
be fully represented.

Whatever internal contentions may 
occur in Belgium, it fs the official opinion 
here that Germany will absolutely hold 
aloof unless I’rance connives at assisting 
the revolution. With regard to Servia, if 
the French government did not inspire the 
coup d'etat. it was concocted wnder its 
knowledge. Ten days ago, M. de Kilch, 
who is now King Alexander’s prime min- 
ister, visiter ex-King Milan in Paris and 
with him planned the coup, which the boy 
king executed under instructions from his 
father, Milan. The ex-king telegraphed to 
M. de Kilch last night congratulations 
upon the successful issue of the plan. The 
event has importance as a possible factor in 
early disturbance on the Belgarian fron- 
tier, which will involve the attention of 
rmany and Austria, the chief nations of 
the dreibund, Some inkling of the coup 
appears to have reached M. Stambuloff, 
the Bulgarian prime minister, before his 
recent audience with Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph at Vienna.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOU? THE ROAD 


Talk of Reorganization by the Ter- 
minal and Another Receiver. 


MEETING OF THE CONSTRUCTION CO., 


And Directors Elected—News of the Day 
in the Central City—Jnudge Kib- 
bee at W ork. 


Macon, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—Hon. 
N. E. Harris, receiver of the Macon and 
Northern railroad, went to Baltimore and 
New York a few days ago in the interest 
of the line which he is now operating under 
appointment of Judge Speer at the request 
of Alexander Brown, of Baltimore, and 
others who own a large majority of the 
bonds of the Macon and Northern. Alexan- 
der Brown practically owns the road. He 
has considerably over a million dollars of 
the bonds. It is said that Mr. Harris's visit 
is in connection with the proposed reor- 
ganization of the Terminal properties by 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. It is very probable 
that the Macon and Northern will enter into 
the Terminal reorganization. If it does it 
will become a very important link in a grand 
trunk line leading from this city and section 
to the north. The Macon and Northern would 
connect at Athens with the Richmond and 
Danville, which will figure largely in the 
Terminal reorganization. Macon will thus 
have another grand outlet to the north—an 
outlet that would build up the Macon and 
Northern road, develop the material interest 
of Macon, enlarge her commerce, ougment 
trade and increase properties. Then if the 
Georgia Southern enters into this combina- 
tion, the most ordinary mind can readily per- 
ceive the great possibilities that open up 
for this line. It would be a most valuable 
part of a grand highway. from Florida to 
New York, via Macon, and Macon construc- 
tion stock would indeed be worth some- 
thing. 

Where the Judge Figures. 

The visit of Receiver Harris to the north 
may haye brought into life the report in 
circulation in Athens that ‘“‘the Macon and 
Northern will change handg again, This 
time it goes ito the hands of Judge Bailey 
Thomas, who is uow in Macon in consulta- 
tion with the road’s bondholders. It comes 


straight that Judge Thomas will assume 


charge within sixty days.”’ 

This rumor is not given much credence in 
Macon. It is very probable that the only 
way Judge Thomas will soon get control of 
the road is by its entering the 
Terminal reorganization. As long as it 
remains in court Mr. Harris will continue 
as receiver. The Macon bondholders fig- 
ure very little in the case. They own only 
$150,000 of the bonds, and are not inimical 
to Receiver Harris, Who was appointed at 
the request of bondholders whose holdings 
pass the million dollar mark. “If the Ter- 
minal people get contro] of the Macon and 
Northern road, they may put Judge Thomas 
in charge, for he and the Richmond and 
Danville people are very close friends. He 
has been recently representing them as their 
Augusta agent, and he came in possession 
of his Tallulah road through the Richmond 
and Danville. Some seem to thing that 
Judge Thomas is representing the Seaboard 
and Roanoke road, and that this line desires 
to get control of the Macon and Northern 
and the Georgia Southern with two great 
lines like the Terminal and the Seaboard 
and Roanoke contending for the possession 
of the Macon and Northern and the Georgia 
Southern, what is to prevent them from be 
coming valuable property. 


New Attorneys for the Road. 


The firm of Hill, Harris & Birch has long 
been the attorneys of the Macon and North- 
ern road, Mr. Harris being the warm 
friend and confidential adviser of Mr. Alex- 
ander Brown. Now that Mr. Harris has 
become receiver, he preferred that some oth- 
er firm than his own be made the attorneys 
of the road, and Messrs. Dosher and Jones 
have been appointed. This firm is one of 
the most popular and successful at the Ma- 
con bar. They are young men of ability, 
energy and fine character and faithfully 
and yo saga discharge all trusts confided 
to them, 


Will Not Foreclose Soon. 


The Telegraph stated today that “the 
Georgia Southern and Florida wiJIl be sold 
under foreclosure of the bond mortgage 
next month, but it is hoped that something 
will be done to prevent a sacrifice of this 
magnificent piece of property.” The Con- 
stitution’s contemporary is mistaken. The 
Georgia Southern and Florida will be sold 
under foreclosure next month, nor for sev- 
eral months. The foreclosure 
case has yet to Oo through 
the long and tedious process of the courts, 
and then if the superior court should order a 
sale the case could be appealed to the su- 
preme court, and if this tribunal should 
affirm the decision of the lower court the 
necessary advertisement would have to be 
made, so the earliest time under which the 
road could be made by forced foreclosure 
would be about the spring of 1894. If it 
became necessary the case might by strenu- 
ous fighting on the part of lawyers be kep* 
in the court for years. This would be an 
easy matter considering the magnitude of the 
case. the number of lawyers to be employed. 
ete. If the case ever comes on for trial Judge 
Bartlett will be disqualified and some other 
judge will have to preside.

He testified that on several occa- 
sions Mrs. Rowbotham had threatened his 
life with pistol and knife, and that her 
conduct toward other men in his house 
during his absence had been improper; 
that strychnine had been found in a trunk_ 
where Mrs. Rowbotham had put it; that his 
wife had free access to his money and that 
he was kind to her. ; 

Mrs. Mary Rowbotham, the mother of 
Mr. Rowbotham, testified that in 1890 her 
son and his wife paid her a visit in Eng- 
land; that she had inherited some $10,000 
from a relative; that she was invited by 
Mrs. Rowbotham to come to Vf aycross 
and live with her and that on her arrival 
here she found that her son was cruelly 
treated by his wife. She said that on one 
occasion Mrs. Julla Rowbotham drew a 
pistol on her son and threatened to blow 
his brains out. She said she had discov- 
ered Mrs. Rowbotham and Pat Estes ip 
the house together in a compromising con- 
dition. 

J. G. Spottswood testified thag he met 
Mrs. Julia Rowbotham on the train at 
Gainesville, Fla., about a year ago and 
that she made very improper advances on 
his person and in conversation. He said 
that he came to Waycross on the train 
from Gainesville last night with Mrs. 
Rowbotham and that they had a conversa- 
tion that was not proper. Mrs. Rowbothe 
am said that she had been watched at 
Gainesville by spies and she had not led 
an immoral life. 3 

Mrs. Julia Rowbotham swore that Mr.. 
Rowbotham was a bastard; that his mother 
was a drunkard and kept a house of ill 
fame in England; that she was called Mrs. 
Dunsmore while in England; that her hus- 
band was a drunkard and had deserted her 
and thrown her on the world without a 
penny. 

Dr. Dredge testified that on several oc 
casiong Mrs. Rowbotham and her sister 
came to his office and that her sister sang 
a very vulgar song. It was shown fur- 
ther in the testimony of Mr. Rowbotham 
that he had given his wife $100 on the day 
the suit for divorce was filed, and that she 
already had $350 of his money. That he 
gave her all the furniture, amounti 
to $600. Love letters, valentines an 
receipts for money written by Mrs. Row- 
botham to her husband were produced. 

Mrs. Rowbotham denied writing all the 
letters except one and denied signing any of 
the receipts. The genuineness of the letters 
and receipts were proved to the court. 

Malissa Brown testified that she cooked 
for Mrs. Rowbotham for about two monthe 
till a month prior to the filing of a suit for 
divorce. She said Mrs. Rowbotham was 
very cruel to her husband. On one occasiou 
Mrs. Rowbotham drew a carving knife on 
her husband and swore she would cut his 
throat; that Pat Estes was a frequent caller 
at the house during the absence of Mr. Row- 
botham and that their conduct was improper. 

Another cook testified that Mrs. Rowbothe 
am showed her a large roll of greenbacks 
and said she was rich. 

Evidence was introduced to show that Mr. 
Rowbotham was a legitimate son and that 
Mrs. Mary Rowbotham, his mother, is » 
lady of good character and sober shabits. 

At 4 o'clock this evening the evidence is 
the case had all been heard and the court 
ordered Mr. Rowbotham to pay Mrs. Row- 
botham $10 a month from the lst of May 
to November term of court and also to pay 
her attorney a fee of $50.

A Scheme That Will Fail. 

The symptoms are that the bond- 
forcing element of Wall street will have 
an opportunity to renew its efforts be- 
fore long. It is now quietly biding its 
time, but the conditions are such that 
it will shortly be enabled to bring its 
old arguments to the front. These ar- 
guments have all been discounted by 
recent events, but that fact makes no 
difference whatever to the element 
which sees a comfortable profit in hand- 
ling new bonds. 

It is to be borne in mind, too, that 
the bond-forecers of Wall street are 
backed by the large interest which has 
for its purpese the perpetuation of the 
national bank system as an exclusive 
institution and the consequent nullifica- 
tion of that portion of the democratic 
platform which recommends the re- 
peal of the 10 per cent prohibitory tax 
on state bank currency. 

This whole effort is curiously linked 
with recent and prospective legislation. 
The McKinley law is adapted to this 
purpose, and is intended to create a 
deficiency in the public revenues suffi- 
cient to give an excuse for the issue 
of new bonds; and there will be a des- 
perate attempt to control democratic 
legislation in the matter of tariff reform 
to the end that a bond issue may be 
made necessary. We need only call 
attention to the fact that the milk in 
the cocoanut of the tariff bill recently 


framed by the Reform Club—an associa- | 


tion of free trdders—is a provision for 
a new issue of bonds. 

It is worthy of note that these free- 
traders—missing the cue of democratic 
free trade altogether—propose not only 
to leave sugar untaxed, but to perpetu- 
ate the bounty established by the Mce- 
Kinley law. The significance of this 
cannot be overestimated. It is* the 
Wall street demand in a new shape. It 
is the development of the plan for the 
perpetuation of the national banks and 
the retention of the control of the cur- 
rency in the hands of those who have 
employed their power to the detriment 
of the people during the past twenty- 
five years. 

The voters of the south might as 
well understand now that the financial 
issue is of such supreme importance 
that it laps over into the tariff issue, 
and that the element which is seeking 
to control democratic legislation in the 
interest of the money-lenders of the 
northeast proposes to use tariff revision 
as one of its instruments. By means 
of tariff reform they hope to make it 
necessary to issue bonds to help provide 
revenue, and with the bonds the na- 
tional banks are to be perpetuated. This 
is a little more than the people have 
bargained for, but there is no question 
that it will be urged as a necessary part 
of the democratic programme by the 
powerful element that represents the 
greed of the money-lending interest of 
the northeast. 

We should think that such a scheme

is primarily responsible for the conges- 
tion of the volume of circulation in the 
money-centers. The democratic plat- 
form must be carried out.

The Wool Hat, an unpretentious but 
enthusiastic weekly published in Rich- 
mond county, has been quite active in 
behalf of the third party. It frankly 
announces now that if the democratic 
party makes an honest effort to redeem 
its pledges there will be no more cause 
for division. . Of this it says: 


We do not hesitate to express it as our 
opinion that if The Constitution can imbue 
and enforce upon its party the principles 
that it at present so ably advocates, it wil} 
have done more to heal the division than 
all things else combined could have done. 

Tarriff reform, free coinage of silver, income 
tax and financial reform constitute three- 
fourths or more of the fundamental princi- 
ples of the people’s party, and consequently 
the adoption of these principles by the demo- 
cratic party will recall and entice back to 
its fold nine-tenths of the people’s party. who 
split off and deserted the democratic party 
in defense of these very truths. The people’s 
party since its foundation has asserted and 
proclaimed the above as the foundation stone 
of Jeffersonian democracy. 

Now, will. The Atlanta Constitution con- 
tinue its good fight for those principles which 
it says are just and right? Will it throw its 
influence and power with the people in de- 
manding a recognition of these principles by 
legislation? 

As to The Constitution’s position, our 
contemporary may expect us to exert 
every energy in our power in urging 
the redemption of the party’s pledges. 
But we would suggest that the best way 
to bring about the peace and harmony 
suggested is for the third party people 
to quit their foolishness and come back 
again into the ranks of the democratic 
party. 

The best way to correct the evils 
complained of is by staying within party 
lines. Outside sharp shooting and di- 
vided energy are not only unnecessary, 
but are absolutely injurious. 

If all of those who really want re- 
form will come together and co-operate 
with the democratic party, they will 
get it, and if the representatives of the 
party forget the people in their official 
acts or votes, it will then be an easy 
matter to see that only those in sym- 
pathy with genuine reform are hereafter 
put on guard.

Wisdom in Wall Street. 


It should not be supposed that Wall 
street is nothing more than a seething 
mass of gamblers, speculators and 
greedy money-lenders. Among its va- 
rious elements are to be found those 
that lean to common sense and conser- 
vatism. If at times the voices of these 
cannot be heard in the uproar, their at- 
titude should not be mistaken. At crit- 
ical moments their influence makes it- 
self felt, and they frequently prevent 


‘the street from running counter to its 


own and the country’s interest. 

A little daily paper ealled The Indi- 
ecator seems to be the mouthpiece of 
these conservative elements, and it 
loses no opportunity of scoring that 
class of financial imbeciles who have an 
idea that our currency system will go 
to wreck if the gold reserve should hap- 
pen to fall below $100,000,000. 

The Indicator says it hopes for the 
sake of future peace that “the reserve 
this time will go below $100,000,000 
just to let fool financiers understand 
that the safety of the country doesn’t 
depend on $100,000,000.” The Consti- 
tution heartily endorses this sentiment. 
There is no law for the reserve and 
nothing whatever depends on its exist- 
ence. Those who have come to re- 
gard it as a sort of fetish show a la- 
mentable lack of common sense. 

The probability is that this element 
will receive a severe shock before the 
summer is over, but it will be a shock 
calculated to give them larger and more 
patriotic views. The balance of trade 
is largely against us, and the overplus 
of importations will have to be paid for 
in gold. This will constitute a drain 
on the treasury, and the gold that is 
now hoarded there will pay for goods 
that are more valuable than gold. This 
will be putting it to a very good use. 
If in this way the gold reserve can be 
reduced it will be in the nature of a 
valuable lesson to the hair-brained cle- 
ment in Wall street that makes a busi- 
ness of worshiping the gold reserve. 

It is not to be supposed that Mr. 
Carlisle will undertake to add to the 
interest bearing debt without authority 
of law, so that all hopes of a new bond 
issue in the event that the reserve igs 
trenched upon may as well be given 
up now. 

It will be worth something to con- 
vince this Wall street element that the 
safety of the country and the uniformi- 
ty of the currency are not bitched to 
its notions about an unauthorized gold 
reserve.

In November of this year the eighth 
annual convention of the International 
Christian Workers’ Association will be 
held in Atlanta, and the session will 
occupy 4 week or:ten days.

The membership of this association 
is composed of all the leading hardware 
establishments of the southern states, 
and the organization comprises some of 
the most notable business men in the 
south. They will be entertained in 
Atlanta by the leading hardware estab- 
lishments of the city and it is proposed 
that the visitors shall be given a genu- 
ine insight into Atlanta’s hospitality. 

The object of the association is the 
advancement of the interests involved, 
and during its three years’ existence 
much has been done for the benefit of 
the trade in the south by mttual co- 
operation. 

Atlanta will welcome the convention 
when it meets here. 


A Good Suggestion. 

The Richmond Dispatch suggests that 
the southern governors should cause 
statistics to be compiled correcting the 
misrepresentations of unfriendly wri- 
ters. It says: 

We are never going to get any great num- 
ber of immigrant laborers to come here to 
compete with cheap negro laborers; nor can 
we get the more desirable classes of immi- 
grants until we interest foreign-born and 
northern-born citizens of the south in our 
efforts to prepare and circulate suitable publi- 
cations, making known the attractions of this 
section. Such publications ought not to be 
big books, but tersely written, neatly printed 
little pamphlets—pamphlets not too much 
tedious statistical tables, 


chapters of history, essays in meteorology, 


mineralogy, etc. 

First, we should aim to get the attention 
of people abroad; that done, we may supply 
them with larger books, maps, etc., until 
they have gotten all of the information that 
they need. 

We have many times called attention 
to the value of this kind of advertising, 
but some of the southern governors are 
handicappe® by the want of a fund out 
of which the expense of such publica- 
tions should be paid. Each state will 
have to organize an efficient immigra- 
tion bureau before we can accomplish 
much in this direction, unless the big 
land companies, with the co-operation 
of the railroads, go ahead and take 
charge of the matter. 

Considerable misapprehension pre- 
vails, even in intelligent circles, in re- 
gard to immigration, so far as the south 
is concerned. A Boston contemporary, 
speaking of the convention of governors 
at Richmond, declares that hardy peo- 
ple, accustomed to a cold climate, will 
naturally prefer the north and north- 
west. This is a mistaken view. The 
very people who are most desirous of 
securing homes in the south are the in- 
habitants of the northern tier of states 
where winter reigns half the year. 
When a man finds that the thermome- 
ter stands 30 ‘degrees below zero in his 
neighborhood, and is undergoing the in- 
convenience of a snow blockade, he can 
easily be made to see that a fruit or 
truck farm in Georgia or an orange 
grove in Florida would suit him far bet- 
ter than either Maine or Nebraska. 
Some years ago a company scattered 
circulars throughout New England, of- 
fering to sell small lots in Florida, set- 
ting out a certain number of orange 
trees on them, and great numbers of 
people made investments. Some of 
the purchasers saw very little prospect 
of ever going to Florida, but it made 
them feel more comfortable during 
their hard winters to think of their 
orange groves in the sunny south. 

Nearly all of our immigrants for the 
past one hundred and fifty years have 
come from the cold regions north of us. 
Our future immigrants will come from 
that section. But they want to know 
something ahout the land of cotton be- 
fore they venture down this way, and 
the investment of a few thousand dol- 
lars by each southern state in attract- 
ive pamphlets would yield a profitable 
return. It is to be hoped that the con- 
vention of governors will cause the 
proper steps to be taken for the dis- 
semination of correct information about 
this region.

A short time ago she was 
summoned to the pastor's study, and 
before him and the session of the 
church she admitted that she worked 
on Sunday. She was urged to give up 
her position, and the place of sales- 
woman at a smaller salary was offered 
her, She declined to make the change, 
and applied for a letter of dismission. 
This was refused, although no charge 
against her was pending. -Later, she 
was suspended from the communion of 
the church for working on the Sabbath. 

Miss Means carried her case to the 


sustained the action of the church. 
The Columbia State, in editorially 
commenting on the case, says that other 
members of the Second Presbyterian 
church have worked on Sundays for 
years, But they still retain their seats 
at the communion table. It goes on 
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y church, association or company 
has the right to make its rules, but if they 
are enforced it should be done without fear or 
favor—and if a church enforces rules made 
before the enlightenment df civilization and 
spread of Christianity changed the whole or- 
der of living of civilized people, let it enforce 
them rigidly.

Many good Presbyterians 
in South Carolina sympathize with the 
young lady, and express the belief that 
when her appeal comes before the 
Synod she will be restored to church 
membership.

In arguing this policy my position has been 
so freely misrepresented that I have outlined 
it here so that the gratuitous construction of 
Mr. Halstead and others may ot go unchal- 
lenged. Again, I give it thus succinct in 
response to a request from ‘“‘Democrat”’ that 
I evolve my proposition of the course to be 
adopted by congress when it meets. I have 
been the more ready to catch the glaring 
inconsistencies of Mr. Halstead in volunteer- 
ing to construe Mr. Cleveland’s words and 
the democratic platform, because of his 
sweeping contortion of my own position ia 
denying that the democratic victory meant 
the continued triumph of republican princt- 
ples. , 

Now what has been advanced in the way of 
corroborative testimony that the position of 
the party, as outlined above, is the propér 
solution? 

Let us introduce Mr. Halstead, who deposes 
that he is a bimetallist, and solemnly pro- 
poses this as his plan of settlement; 

“Change the ratio from 16 to 1 to 22 to 1, 
and then make all coins of silver full weight 
and legal tender and coinage free. The gold 
dollar should remain exactly where it is. 
This would be the free coinage of both metals 
at the market ratio.” 

Observe here that Mr. Halstead squarely 
commits himself to the principle of the free 
coinage of silver, the only question being the 
ratio it should bear to gold. He proposes 22 
to 1, instead of 16 to 1, as now, the former 
being the standard of parity at the present 
depreciated condition of silver caused by de- 
monetization measures. 

As has already been so well shown by 
‘“Democrat,”’ the absurdity of this proposition 
is manifest in the certainty that as soon as 
the mints are opened to silver colnage alike 
as to gold, silver will rise in value, seeking 
the level of parity with gold. At the coinage 
ratio of 16 to 1 it should be worth $1.29 an 
ounce. It is worth but 84 cents. Why the 
lack of parity? Discrimination, of course, 
which deprives silver of its natural value. 

Now since Mr. Halstead has declared that 
he is a bimetallist and admitted the principle 
of free coinage, is it not clear to any unprej- 
udiced observer that instead of asking for 
free coinage on a ratio of 22 to 1 he should 
first concede the elimination of the discrim- 
inating conditions which suggest such an ab- 
normally diverging standard of parity? 

In 1873 silver was worth 100 to gold’s 109. 
Then came dcmonetization, and now it is 
silver 64 to gold 100. Undo the fraud of 1873 
and the work of adjustment of real parity 
will be almost, if not entirely, finished. This 
done, carry out the demands of the democrat 
ic platform to the letter and the silver ques- 
tion will be settled. 

In seeking further information as to my 
construction of the party platform “Demo 
crat’’ wants to know if I favor the “‘degrada- 
tion of our present gold standard, or does he 
intend by his plan to uplift -the price of sil- 
ver from 84 to 129 cents an ounce, which, on 
our present coinage ratio of 1 to 16, will put

CITY STABLES BURNED THIS MORNING 


Horrible Scene of Bleached Carcas- 


ses, Smoking, 


AND EMITTING SICKENING STENCHES. 


Detectives on thé Ground Investigating. 
The Fire Was of Incendiary Ori- 
gin~A Great Lossto the City. 


The city stables at the dumping grounds, 
containing 149 mules belonging to the city 
sanitary department, were burned to the 
ground with 139 of the mules they shelter- 
ed at midnight last night. 

The fire was discovered by Mrs. Waldron, 
wife of Inspector Waldron, at half past 11 
o’clock and when first seen had completely 
enveloped the low shed structure in which 
the mules were sheltered. 

It spread like a prairie fire, the flames 
eating up the big frame structure as they 
would the dry grass of the plains. In an 
hour after it was discovered the stables 
were in ruins, and with them the four-room 
cottage adjoining, in which the family of 
Inspector Waldron lived, who has charge 
of the stables. 

Nothing Gould be done to extinguish or 
even check the flames. Two alarms of fire 
were sent in, one from box 26, Jones ave- 
nue and Marietta street, and the other 
from the box at Marietta and Simpson 
streets, but the departments in responding 
quickly saw that the fire was beyond the 
city limits and turned back. 

The stable building was a large, single 
story one, built of wood, and with a ca- 
pacity to accommodate 200 head of mules. 
Generally about 160 mules are kept in 
the stables, but last night only about 145 
were in them. Seven were in the lot ad- 
joining and were saved. Five or six mules 
were rescued from the Burning building by 
the hard work of Inspector Waldron and 
the big crowd that gathered. 

The mules that were rescued were burn- 
ed in a most horrible and sickening man- 
ner. One had its tonge and eyes burned 
out. Nearly, if not all of the mules, could 
have escaped from the burning building, 
but obeying the instincts of animals, they 
would not move from the fast burning 
structure. Beneath tige bright sheet o£ 
flames, the great drove of mules_ stood 
crowded together, trembling, but making 
no move to come out. an” 

The mules, many of them, were burned 
to deathe within a few feet of safety. 

The picture after the fire was one of 
horror. It was sickening, ghastly, repul- 
sive. The Nundred and more carcasses 
lay stretched in the bright light of the still 
burning building, their bleached bones shin- 
ing in the brilliant glare. A horrible stench 
rose from the scene of ruin, causing the 
thousand spectators to turn away sick and 
faint. 

Inspector Waldron told the story of the 
fire as fgllows: - 

“I spent about two hours at my desk 
writing before retiring, and when I went 
to bed I looked out and saw that every- 
thing was all right. I was waked up by 
my wife about halfpast 11 o’clock, who 
told me that the stables were afire. I saw 
the reflection through the window and, 
jumping up, ran out. The stables were 
one blaze. I went at work at once to save 
the things in my house and succeeded in 
getting everything out before my cottage 
caught. I believe it was the work of an 
incendiary.” 

Mr. Webb, the aged watchman, says 
that he had just passed through the stables 
ten minutes before the flames were’ discoy- 
ered. 

The mules destroyed by the fire were 
very Valuable. Many of them cost the 
city as much as $175 each. Chief Inspector 
Veal was at once notified of the destruc- 
tion of the building, and went to the scene 
of the burning. Before going, hOwever, he 
sent for Chief of Detectives Wright. Cap- 
tain Wright went out fo the stables, car- 
rying with him Detectives Cason and Mc- 
Connell. He at once began an investiga- 
tion of the burning, which could not have 
had other fian incendiary” origin. 


MR. JOHN L. HOGAN DEAD.

terday morning at 6 o'clock. 

Mr. Hogan was an active man and was 
thoroughly wide awake in everything which 
pertained to the conduct of his business. 


He was thoroughly identified with the mer- | 


cantile iuterests of this city, having come 


to Alanta from Columbus, Ga., several years | 


ago. He was jovial and pleasant in his dis- 
position, and this, in addition to his marked 
integrity of character, was such as to enable 
him in a very short while to bulid up a very 
gratifying patronage. 

He wag successful in the accumulation of 
property and was a man of comfortable 
meals. He was engaged in the grocery busi- 
ness and was one of the most enterprising 
merchants in that line in this city. 

Mr. Hogan’s death was very unexpected. 
A few days ago he went out to the ball ground 
and witnessed the game with a great deal of 
interest. He was fond of the sport and went 
out as often as he could spare the time from 
the more important demands of his work. 
He was stricken last Thursday, his complaint 
being a combination of rheumatism and ca- 
tarrh. Every effort was made to prolong his 
life by the careful nursing of his devoted 
wife and the skillful physiclans who were 
summoned to his bedside, but the utmost they 
could do was simply_to alleviate his suffer- 
ings and to render painless, as far as possible, 
his entrance into the dark valley. 

Mr. Hogan was a member of the Methodist 
church and was also an officer in it. In his 
last moments, therefore. he was sustained 
and soothed by that unfaltering trust which 
alone can lift the shadows and give the eye 
of faith a glimpse into the spirit land. He 
leaves a wife and two children. 

The funeral will oceur from his late resi- 
dence on Powers street tomorrow morning, 
and will no doubt be largely attended.

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About the Shortage. 


IN HIS FIRST EXPLANATION OF IT 


He Stated That the Cash Would Be Short, 
and He Could Not Tell Where It Went, 
He Failed to Solve the Mystery.

"You can look out for developments in the 
investigation next week,” said one who is 
near the grand jury. 


The jurors did not hold their usual meeting. 


yesterday but they will assemble at the 
courthouse tomorrow and will start on ap- 
other week. There is a long list of witnesses 
to be examined and if there is anything to be 
learned, it ought to be —— before Sat- 
urday night, as is expect - 

Last week's investigation resulted in two 
indictments against Lewis Redwine, but he 
had been indicted before. It is pretty certain 
that while the grand jurors found various 
suspicious circumstances, they got hold of 
nothing, which unsupported by additional ev- 
idence, will warrant new indictments. The 
atmosphere surrounding the case is full af 
mystery and suspicion. The memoranda dis- 
covered in Redwine’s desk are suggestive, but 
to trace the money is another question. Red- 
wine was sorry that he did not get his pri- 
vate papers before he left the bank, but the 
call was so close that he did not dare to 
wait until he could open his drawer and se- 
cure the cheeks and notes which were con- 
cealed there. 

As he left the saloon down stairs and 
passed up the back way into the hall, he 
thought of the private papers and realized 
that they would compromise friends. He 
started to go back but did not have the 
courage. Then he took his pistol half from 
his pocket and debated for a moment suicide. 
He thought that would be cowardly and he 
put the pistol back and hurried out to the 
street. 

Redwine had long realized that discovery 
was liable to come at any moment and he 
had a story prepared to explain the shortage. 
He told this several times after his escape 
and certainly up to the time he had the in- 
terview with Mr. Jack Spalding. He told the 
same story to Mr. Rountree, President Lod 
Hifl and Vice President Wellborn Hill on the 
day of his arrest. 

This explanation ofpRedwine’s, which has 
never been published, was that he used to 
go to the bank in the morning and find that 
the cash was short. Sometimes it would be 
short $500, again it would be $100 or maybe 
$1,000 and sometimes it would be $3,000 or 
$4,000. He stated that he kept it a secret 
because he wanted to find where the money 
was going. He was afraid to tell Mr. Hill 
about it because he felt that the president 
would not believe him and would suspect 
that he was guilty. He remained with the 
bank to find where the funds were going 
but never could. It was a mystery which 
he could never explain but always hoped to. 
Lewis said that he wanted it to be distinctly 
understood that he made no reflections on 
Mr. Hill or Mr. McCandless as he believed 
them to be as honest as any men ever were. 

This is the substance of the statement 
that Redwine made to Mr. Hill on the day 
he was arrested and when he was ques- 
tioned at the police station. He had told ex- 
actly the same story on Wednesday night 
to Mr. Rountree, when he sent. for the at- 
torney. Until he had the private conversa- 
tion with Mr. Spalding, Lewis Redwine nev- 
er did admit to any one that he was short in 
his own accounts. He said that the bank 
wag short of cash, but declared that he did 
net know where’ the money had gone and 
denied having taken a cent of it himself. 

He also told all these that Tom Cobb 
Jackson got no money from the bank except 
the amount represented by the drafts in his 
private drawer at the bank. Redwine’s first 
adnfission that he had used any of the Gate 
City bank’s money was made to Mr. Spald- 
ing or just before that interview. Up to that 
time he had estimated the shortage at $23.- 
000. He would not pretend to account for 
any more. And after that he never did figure 
the shortage at more than $60,000. That is, 
never admitted that it was more than that. 
On the memorandum which he left at the 
bank he had figured up just about $60,000 
in varous items, several of which items 
were one, two, three and up to five thousand 
dollars. Then he discovered that there was a 
mistake somewhere and he finally found 
that he had omitted about $3,000. This was 
an error in his private bookkeeping, it seems, 
and he had to make the calculation three 
— fn pencil before he detected his mis- 
take. 

This memorandum carried the amount up 
to about $63,000 and hence the inference 
that the other $40,000 was takén at the very 
last. It has been suspected that as it is not 
down on the memorandum that some one 
else may have got it. Redwine has declared 
that he did not get it and does not know 
where the last $40,000 went. He says that 
he had no money except a few hundred 
dollars when he got away and tried to bor- 
row some from friends to escape on. They 
refused to send him money to assist him in 
running off, but told him that they would 
contribute to make up the shortage if it 
was in reasonable bounds. The figuring on 
the slip of paper found in Redwine’s draw- 
er is not the only evidence that $40,000 or a 
sum of about that size was taken from the 
vaults on the last day the bank was open or 
within a few days of the closing. There are 
other signs and circumstances which »s- 
tablish it almost as a fact that this large 
sum was taken in the very last days of the 
bank. Now to find that sum is the purpose 
of the grand jury.
